ANOTHER DEFEAT. 



Cbinese Forced to Retreat— Sevural 
Important Poiats Evacuated auil 
Ocenpied by Japanese. 



Ex-Secretary of State Foster Re- 
tained by the OUaese to 
TlBlt Japan. 

London, Dec 27.-— A dispatch to the 

Central News says tho Chinese army under 
General Sung, having been defeated at 
Kung Wa Soi, retreated to Nowchwang, 
There they were joined by tho troops under 
command of Geoorl Ma, and the combined 
foroe retreated to Tien Cbon Xa, the town 
of Nowchwang being completely evacuated. 
Tho Chinese troops at Tas Han Lien aro 
Bproa,ding their front and increasing the 
number of banners in order to make tho 
greatest possible display of strength. Japan- 
ese civalry auouta report that 3.000 Chinese 
from King Cliow hivo reached Tas Han 
Lion. Tho native ollioiala at Shanghai and 
Ning Po uro in a oornploto state of panio, 
fe.uing u Jupaneae invasion. Chang Chi 
Tung, tho now viceroy of Nanking, la in- 
sprcilng the forts of llio Yung Tee Kiang, 
and Commissonor Moorohoad is sending now 
Kuropean drill inatructors to the Yang Tpo 
Kiaog foris under the viceroy's direction 

Tho Times oorrefpouden; in Kobe says 
that Tsukuba Khan, with a body of marines, 
bad dispersed the Tonghaks rebels in 
Cbollado, Korea. The Japanese have dia- 
nersed O.UUO Tonghaks in the province of 
Hawking Haido. 

The Central News' correspondent in 
Pekin says that Lieu, Kun ^1, ex vioeroy 
of Nankin, has arrived at the capital and is 
expected to relieve Li Hnog Chang in the 
department of civil affairs. 

Wasiiinoton, Deo. "27. — The following 
announcement was made to tho United 
States government to-day by ex-Seorctary 
of State J. W. Foster: "Mr. John W. 
Foster has been requested by the Chinese 
government to go to Japan and meet the 
plenipotentiaries nf the former government 
to aid them in their negotiations for peace. 
He has accepted the invitation, and expeots 
to leave Washington within a day or two, 
sailing from Vancouver for Yokohama on 
January 7th, unless informed of a delay in 
the departure of the plenipotentiaries, rhe 
Japaneao govornmont has boon advised 
of tho appointment, and i'ca minister 
this city has cxpreaaod eatia- 
faotion with it. Mr. Foster desires to 
have it understood that ho goes to Japan 
purely in a private capacity, b.b an adviser 
of tho Chinese plcnipotontiariea. Ho has no 
authority to represent or speak for tho gov- 
ernment of the United States." Mr. Foster 
when preised for further information said 
that beyond tho statement made he had 
nothing to impart to tho press. Mr, Yen 
Sblog Ho, Boorotary of the Chineso legation, 
was ehowc the at&tcm&ut of ex-Soorotury 
Foster, bat tho diplomatio secretary re- 
frained from expressing an opinion upon the 
Bubjcot, When a reporter oalled at the 
Japanese legation it was annonnoed that all 
the members who talked English were 
spending the evening out. 

In ofiSoial circles, when the annonnoement 
became known, it was taksn to mean that 
from now until peace negotiations are for- 
mally begun, there would be a complete sna- 
penslon of all boatiiitics between the armies 
of Japan and China, each army, so to speak, 
resting on its arms awaiting the result of the 
oonferenoo of tho plenipotentiaries. From 
the fact that Mr. Foster's appointment was 
submitted to the Japanese government and 
approved by it, it is supposed that poaca 
overtures, as annonnoed in tho United 
Press at the time, were began almultane- 
ously with Mr. Foster's seleotion as the ad- 
viser of the Chiuese government. While 
tho unnounoement is made that the "Japan- 
eao minister here " approved the appoint- 
ment, it is recognized in diplomatic oirolea 
to mean that the minister voices the opinion 
of tho goviirnment! at hom'>, and that tho 
matter haa been tho eub jeoc of corrospond- 
encd. 

Mr. Fnatur liua had an c.^::endod diplo- 
ma', io e uecr, having, in addition to boicg 
Seurolary of State in P.oaldont Harriaon'a 
cabinet, represented tho United Statoa at 
the court of Spain and more recently one 
of tho United Statea' counael in thu Helirirg 
son, arbitration in Paria, Tho imraediato 
efTeob of hia appointment will bo to delay 
tho boginnini; of iho peocD negotiatincB. 
Tho atato department Cilioiala hud been oon- 
fidont from Miniator Denny's dispatches 
that tho Chimjao roproaontativce, Chin Yen 
Huan uud Slio wore already on their way to 
■latJ'.n, and it was their underatanding that 
tho formalities for pouco would be concluded 
as rapidly aa possible with duo respect to 
Oriental dcliberatonoBf , tho preliminaries 
having been practioally arranged in ad- 
vance, Mr, Foster's misoion, however, is 
taken aa an indication that tho Chinese ex- 
pect to gain more favorable terms from 
Japan than haa hitherto been considered at 
all probable. Until to-day no ono han 
doubted that) Japan's ultimato torms had 
boon made deSnitely known to China, and, 
that China, powerless to effeot any further 
rosietanoe to Japanese armi, had fully eon- 
Bcntod to accept the ultls^tam without de- 
lay. As Mr. Foster does not incend to sail 
forjiiore than a week, and the voyage acroea 
tifo I'ucifio will oonsame two woeka more, 
nearly a month mast elapao before tho 
poao3 negotiations are fairly inaugurated.

Ottawa, Deo. 27. — The usual papers for 
the ndministration of tho estate of the late 
Sir John Thompson were filed to-day by 
Messrs. O'Connor & Hogg, on behalf of 
Lady Thompson, in the Surrogate court in 
tho county of Oarleton. Sir John died in- 
testate. His estate is sworn to at $9,727, 
of which S5 720 ia from Ufa insurance. Ib 
will thus bo aeon that Sir John had bnt 
little of thio world's gooda, Of tho oaab on 
hand there ia on amount of f 258, being twelve 
days' salary during tho pronent month, due to 
Sir John aa Minister of Jnntice, which has 
boon paid to Lady Thompson since hia 
death. An item of $2,-lil,'! money in tho 
Savings bank ia niacie up (f Buma which tho 
lato Premier niiuiaf^'od from time to time to 
savo while a resitionti of Nova Scotia. Oat 
of theao moneys tho debts due by tho oetato 
will have to ho paid. These amount in tho 
aggregate to about §1,200, ooinposed chiefly 
of household accounts. Doduoling this 
amount it will leave only S1,.")00 over and 
abovo tho life insurance available for the 
family. 

Tho Post OlEco department has under 
oonsideratiou tho Isaue of an order conform- 
ing to that reoently issued by the Imperial 
government for the recognition of post 
cards of private issue, provided they do not 
exceed the regulation size and that they 
have Canadian postage stamps attached. 
If it ia decided to allow these to circulate ib 
is probable alao that tho order may apply to 
reply post cards of private make iutended 
for circulation in tbe mother country. 
Reply post cards of private make are being 
received in Canada and are returned to Eng- 
land in the ordinary course of postage, even 
though English stamps are attached, Can- 
ada gaining no benefit from them.

IN A PITEOUS STATE. 

"ho " Dally News" Comralaerates Newfound- 
land, Which Ought to Have Joined the 
Canadian Confederation. 

London, Deo. 27. — Tho Daily Nowa will 
lay to-morrow in a leader on tho arrests of 
the bank ofiicorB in Newfoundland : " Tbe 
arreata which have been annonnoed to-day 
aeem to be in the natnre of an heroic remedy 
for tbe financial troubles in the colony. 
Whatever the iasue of tho prosecution may 
bo it oan hardly strengthen tho public con- 
fidoncB on which the poor remnant of the 
colony's protperity for tbe moment rests. 
Newfound. and ia in a piteous state. She 
haa almost returned to first principles as a 
social organization, and muat now regret her 
short-sighted refusal to enter tho Dominion. 
If she had joined the federation abo would 
have a hotter olaim on the support of her 
sister communities.

Besidea the numeroua hold-ups and in- 
oendiariea aevoral burglarioa have boon com- 
mitted in aevoral private houaea, where the 
larders have been cleaned out. The most 
desperate theft, however, waa tho Btealing 
of S60 of the Self Denial Salvation Army 
fund. Tho quarters of tho army oilicera on 
Gore o.vonuo wero broken into by thieves, 
and besides the amount atatod a valuable 
watch was taken. 

The Dominion Expreas Company here 
will extend its buoiness to tho United States 
after January 1. 

News has roaohed hore that on tho 26th 
nit., the British barque Zmtippo, lumber 
laden from this port for Boulogne, had put 
in at Skibbereen, Ireland, with captain, 
officers and crew, eighteen all told, suffering 
from tourvy of the moat aggravated typo. 
Captain Falconer, a Scotchman weighing 
abont twenty stone, who was in onmmand, 
died two or three days later. The Zintipns 
left Vanoouver about six months ago, and 
having experienced a sucoesaion of storms in 
equatorial latitudes, was greatly delayed. 
When lying some twenty-five degrees north 
of the equator the beat was fearful, and 
Dtttued intense suffering, while scurvy broke 
oat three weeks before sighting the Irish 
coast. 

A bonfire was raoently kindled under 
Qoinn's tailor store by tire-bui!s. This 
morning, about two o'olook, a tiro reiy 
much like the other, was lighted In the shed 
behind the store formerly ccoupled by Bailey 
Bros. On both occasions diaaatrous oonflik- 
grations were averted by the prompt and 
efficient work of the firemen. On the oo- 
caaion of this morning's fire the close prox- 
imity of wooden buildings endangered the 
entire bnsiness portion of the oity. Business 
men are alarmed and the police are on tho 
ac5nt of the flre-bugs. 

An alleged ease of wife deaertioo nearly 
terminated in another tragedy last night. 
A year ago a young man was married in 
Tacoma, and leaving bis wife in Seattle 
came to Vancouver, B. C, to look for work. 
He waa engaged at several hotels. When 
at the CoamopoUtan, it is said, another 
woman accepted his attentions. His wife 
in Seattle heard of it and oame on to Van- 
couver with their child. Their meeting was 
very stormy and terminated by the woman 
shooting her husband. Fortunately the shot 
only made a flash wound in the wrist, but 
it was atmoBli another murder. The 
woman is sorry and the aCTiir la being kept 
as quiet aa possible. The newspapers have 
promised not to mention names, as every- 
thing is likely to end happily after all. 

About one hundred and twenty five rate- 
payers met at the market hall to-night to 
disonts Vanoonver's proposed charter 
amendments now before the house.

Wilmington, DiO. 27.— Bishop Curtis Is- 
sued the following letter to nil the priectii iu 
the diooeee tf Wilmington : " An Boon as 
practicable you will reo d on Sunday, at leant 
once, the following doounienis, ond you will, 
I am euro, to the very utmost of your 
ikbility, endeavor to proouro from all whom 
the decree of t*ie Holy See may oonoern, a 
prompli und loyal obedienoe to thia deorto. 
When Chriat apsalia throuxh his vicar cind 
ia saoh words, there oan ba no quoatioii as 
to the purport of the utterance. A Citholic, 
exoaee himself how he may, oeaaea to be a 
Catbolio if he falls to conform himself 
thoroughly and at once to that utterauoo." 

Tbe inolosure is a letter from Monsignor 
Satolli, ooDtalning the text uf the papal 
decree, as follows : 

" Most reverend and illustrioua sir : Your 
exoellenoy cannot fail to know tbat the 
arohbishops set over the varioua eocleal- 
aatloal provinoes of the republlo of tbe 
United States of Amerioa have In more than 
one of their assemblies taken oouoael with 
respect to tbe societies whioh have grown 
up in the aforesaid republic, namely : The 
Odd Fellows, the Sons of leroperance and 
the Kni(?hta of Fychiaai And you must bn 
al 10 awure that tbe aforesaid bishops unani- 
m juBly decided that the whole qaostion as to 
the Eooioties should b3 snbmlbtea to the jadg- 
ment of the apostolic aoo. His Holiness there- 
fore committed thia question to the Moat 
Reverend Satolli and the iuquiaitors 
gonerul. Thuae in goncrul congregation 
held on Wotliioediy, June 20, 1S31, con- 
firmed u decision prtvioualy mudo Hb to t\v! 
aforeniontiont'd circulars, dt croud thut nil 
the ordinaries throughout; the Uoili d Statca 
niuHt in every way strive to Uei'p Iho f>iith- 
ful from becoming niembora of any of the 
Huid Bociotieu, nod rnuat not (nil to adiiion- 
ish their piu plu to that i tl c nnd that uuy 
thua udmoniaiiud niuat bii dehirrod from thu 
Bttcrampnt should they fail to abandon or 
keep uloof from tho same souiotiea. Tliia 
decree his holioosii ciniirmcd and gave in 
complete I IFiOt. It ia thert.foro coinmuni- 
oited to your (xaellenoy that tlirough you 
it m'ly be tranamitted to all the arch- 
blahoptf, biehopa and other ordinariea of the 
United States, and for the duo custody of 
the souls of the faithful may be, by these 
ordinariea, carried into effect. Meantime I 
boaeoch Almighty God to bestow all bineflta 
and blessinga." 

THE TIGEU LOOSE. 

Two of Tammany's Leaders Qnarrel to the 
Intense bisqaletnde of the 
Wlgwamt 

New York, Dao. 27.— The Evening Sun 
pubiisbes an interview with Richard Crok- 
er, In whioh he challenges not only Bontke 
Cochran, but &U his eneniiea, inaide or out- 
aide of Tmiimany hall, to moot him before 
the executive committee of Tammany on 
Saturday and aubatantlale, if they can, any 
ohargea they have to make againat him. Be 
deniea that a campaign contribution of 
$100,000 was received from the Manhattan 
Elevated Railroad and appropriated by 
him. No suoh contribution, he says, waa 
made. He also denies tbat he and Cochran 
diffared at tbe Chloago convention. He de- 
olarea that the only grievance chat he is 
aware of that Coohraif oan have against him 
ia hia refnaal to support Coafaran for tbt 
United States aenatorshlp. Mr. Croker 
added tbat he would leave for the Sonth,in 
a few days. He declared that he was out of 
politics forever. 

A leader of Tammany Hall, who did not 
desire his name mentioned, said : 

" Mr. Coohran has been going around for 
over two years lambasting Mr. Croker. He 
was creating miaohief in our organization 
for some time before. Mr. Croker oould not 
be made to believe that Mr Coohran was 
originating cer'.ain atoriea rtflooiing on the 
leuderahip oi Tammany Hall. The break 
between them did cot really take place in 
cirneat until Mr. Croker favored the eleo- 
tion of Edward Murphy ou United Statoa 
aanalor. Mr. Coohran, although he had 
abujed Mr. Croker, thought that the latter 
v/ould support him fjr senator. I under- 
ataud thet ho and Mr. Croker hud a heated 
argument at that time, and that they have 
never exchanged a word since." 

The Mercury (Tammany) aaya it is not 
thoughc that the Croker Cochran episode 
will have any effect on Tomniuny hall as an 
organiz ition. Mr. Croker epoko aa an in- 
dividual, and not an a member of Tammany 
hall. The entire niluv ii looked upon as a 
personal matter bntwnen the two. 

Washington Citv, Deo. 27ih. — Rcpre- 
Bontaiive Cochran will not attend the moot- 
inti of I he executive committed of Tomniany 
h kit next Saturdty. Beipg culled on by John 
J. Martin immediately fodowing the bitter 
a-raignment of Coohran by er Chief Croker, 
it was regarded as a means of bringing the 
two face to face. Coohran will say oocning 
regarding Crokor's statement.

TEE HOUSU OF LORDS. 

It does nob appear tbab the people of 

Great H-itain are In a hurry to aboliab the 
House of LordB. Intelligent Britona know 
that that body can do tho nation good aer- 
vice, and they consequently have little 
sympathy with those who loudly declare 
that ib muBb be ended rather than mended. 

It la a mistake to suppose that the House 
of Lords arrogates to itself the power to aot 
in opposltioc to the will of the nation, 
but it dees claim that it has the power 
to oppoao and to postpone changes hastily 
decided upon by the House of Commons, 
Bad to preveab their being oansummated 
until the will of the nation rec;ardiDg those 
ohanges is olearly known. Writers on the 
British eonatitution ate quite clear on thie 
point. It must bo remembered that the 
Kritish conntitution is not a written docu- 
ment. Those who take apon themselves to 
expound it cannot point to such a line in 
anoh a seotion as authority for what they 
maintain. The usage of the time rather 
than any statute is authority for many of 
the powers and prerogatives of the Estates 
of the Realm as well as for the limitations of 
their constitutional powers. " Since the 
Reform Act," says Bigehot, " the House 
of Lords has become a revising and suspend- 
ing House. It oan alter Bills ; it oan reject 
Bills on whioh the House of Commons is not 
yet thoroughly in earnest, upon whioh the 
nation in not yet determined. The veto is a 
lort of hypothetical veto." 

This is u very dirToront view of tho power 
cf tho HuuBo of Lords from that expressed 
by peraoDB who are not authorities at all. 
They represent tho Lords as having power 
to throw out any n)eusure, oven if every 
member of the House of Commons and every 
elector in tho Three Kingdoms is in favor of 
It. This used to be tho Ihe.ory before tho 
pasaago of the Heform Bill to which 
Mr. Fiigehot alludes, bub the practice 
is, as ho shows, very different. In the same 
way tho Sovereign has power to veto any 
measure passed by the Lords and Commons, 
no matter how greatly needed or how 
popular it may bo. lint in practice tho 
veto power is in these days never eieroisod 
by the Sovereign, lb may now fairly bo 
•aid to have bsoome obsolete although it has 
never been formally aboliehcd by act of 
Parliament. 

The same Mr. linf.ehot dtfiaea the Houao 
of Lovda to bo "a ('haniber with, in moat 
caacs, a veto cf deld.y, with, in most oases, 
a powor of revision, bat with no other 
rights or powors." He adds : " The wisest 
members, the guiding members of tho 
House, know that the Houao mua; yield to 
tho people it the peopio are determined." 

A very able writer in the London Times 
on this subject says ; — 

In point of fact, though no hard and fast 
rule oan bo laid down oven now, ony doubts 
which remained a q jttrtor of a century ogo 
have been prautically cleared up. In Lord 
Salisbury's weighly spoeoh or the spcond 
reading of the Irish chtiroh bill in 1860, he 
Iranklyrecognizsd thenecessity of yieldins; to 
the verdict of tlio nation when recorded 
upon a olear Isbu j. His language in many 
recent and roepnnslble deolbrations has 
been still less open to mlsoonstruotinn. 
JIo contondi'd the other day, when speak- 
iug ill Edinburg'.!, that the fnnotion of a 
second Chamber was to oountervail the ad- 
vantage whioh the party of destruotion 



always must have over that of conservation, 
and to Insure that the terrible prerogative 
of destruotion, which is irrevooablo when 
Id has once been oxeroised, shall not be ex- 
eroieed ei;iept with tho full oonBoioumitiB 
and consent of those who ore the only au- 
tboritiea entitled to pronounce in this case 
—namely, the nation by whioh these islands 
are inhabited. 

Here wa see the position occupied by tho 
House of Lords through the eyes of two of 
the ablest and bosb informed of British pub- 
lioisla. Lord Salisbury besides being deeply 
read in constitutional lore is a practical 
statesman who may any day bo called upon 
to put in pruc'ico tho theories rospootiiig tho 
powtra of the House of Lords which ho boa 
advanced. 

Seeing then that intelligent men in Great 
liritain know that the will of the people is 
in the long run auro to bo carried out, no 
matter what action the House of Lorda may 
at any particular oriais take, we om under- 
stand how ib is that they . do 
nob join in the cry for the aboHtion 
of the House of Lords. The most 
and the worst whioh the Lords can do in 
those days is to doluy the enactment of a 
mooBuro passed by the Commona until tho 
peopio have had an opportunity of pro- 
nouncing upon it. This may.be not an evil 
at all but a very great advantage. A party 
may get o snap judgment in the House of 
Cammona, or it may by clever goneralahip 
procure tho passage of o measure whioh ia 
not approved of by tho nation. Tho rej )c- 
tion of auoh a moaaure by tho Lords may bo 
just what a large majority of tho people 
want, and the Upper House in giving them 
a ohanoe to declare their opinion of it makes 
the legislation of tho oouutry what it ought 
always to be, in strict accordance with tho 
will of tho majority of tlio people. 

Tho rejection of the Irish Homo Rule bill 
ia a oase in point. The Gladstono ministry, 
with the aid of the solid Irish vote, pro 
cured the passage of that measure in the 
House of Commona by a small majority. 
That majority, it is contended, doca not 
represent a Tiiijirity of the nation or any 
thing like it, \Vhcn tho House ol Lirds 
rejected tho Home Rule bill all that it did 
was to hang it up for a period. Whether 
that'period were long or short depended|alto 
gether on tho Government of tho day 
The Gladstone Government could, if 
they thought proper, have appealed 
to the people a few weeks after the Homo 
Rule bill tttia thrown out by the House of 
Lords, but they did nob see fib to do so, 
neither has the Roaebery Government. Bat 
when the House of Commons expires 
through the efllux of time the people will 
have the opportunity whioh tho Lorda have 
afTordod them of deciding whether the 
Homo Rule Bill shall become law or nob. If 
the nation deelde in favor of the bill the 
contest is ended. The Lords, as wo have 
seen, do aot claim the power to contravene 
the will of the people constitutionhily ascer' 
tained. In that event they must, no 
matter how much it goes agoinat 
their grain, consent to tho passage 
of the Homo Rule Bill. The delay, even if 
it ia extended to the furthest possible limit, 
will have injured no one and may have bene 
fitted many. 

If, on the other band, the peopio return a 
majority opposed to Homo Rule no one has 
any cause to feel aggrieved. It is olearly 
the right of the people to ha allowed the op 
p '.-tunity of expressing at the polls their 
wishes on so important a snbjeot. In bhab 
oase bhe Lords will have proved themselves 
to ho demoorats of tho most enlightened 
kind. The people had the right to decide 
and they gave the peopio the chance to 
oxcrciso that right, at the same time stgni' 
fytog their intention to abide by their decl 
sion, no matter what it might be. 



THE POLIOT OF DBTRAOTION. 

The Liberals of this Dominion invariably 
practise the policy of disparagement. As 
long as an opponent is alive and aotive they 
strain their ingenuity to depreciate him 
They apeak of him slightingly and they will 
not admit that he possesses either virtues 
or abilities. It ia only atter he dies that 
they discover that he was a man of 
worth and that be possessed talent. Sir 
John Maodonald during the greater part of 
his career was represented by them as being 
nothing better than a trickster, who by the 
lowest political arts managed to licep a 
government together. In September, 1885, 
when it was announced that Mr. Thompson 
the late Premier, was to be Minister of 
.Tuatioe, the Toronto Globe said : , 

Thceo changea and sbufilea are of vory 
little conspquonce to the country. 
Mere puppets— perhaps we should except 
Mr. Pope — whom Sir John moves ut his 
pleasure, whoso highest law is hia will, 
whose only moral obligation is to do faith 
fully snob dirty work as he assigns to them 

When the late Hon. A. W. MoLeian book 
a new portfolio, and when Mr. O. E. Foster 
was appointed to a place in the Ministry, 

the Toronto Globe stigmatized them as 
"Two .more incompetents," and said ; 

Ib was generally Buppoeed that the 1) jmin 
ion Cabinet oould not fall any lower in point 
of character and ability. But "in the 
lowest depiha there is a deeper still." 

Two weaker or worse appointments 
oould hardly have been made, ... No 
member of the Hooae of Commons will like 
the Government any better, or support it 
more heartily, because Mr. Foster is a mem 
bcr Ol' it. 

The leading organ of theOppobitioo, when 
the Hon. Mr. Foster was appointed Minis- 
ter of Financo, raised, ao to apoak, a shout 
of derision. It aflectod to be greatly tickled 
with the idea that such a man as Qeorge E 
Foster should become Finance Minister, 
This Is how it welcomed tho advent of tht 
now Minister : 

George E Foster, Finance Minister of 
Canada I The change from Sir Charles 
Tapper ia as though one of the Midget 
family had been appointed obampion slug- 
ger of Amorloa vice John SuUtvan, resigned. 
Ib would bo a great joke— Tories and Grits 
would laugh together over it — were it not 
BO serious a pnbllo matter. Whab finanoial 
ability has Mr. , Foster ever displayed? 
What ability of any sort, exoepb that of 



pouring cub a bonfnsed rigmarole ab a mo^ 
ment'a notice. 

Thia is what the Grita regard as smart- 
ness. This " Midget " has proved to be one 
of tho ablest Financa Ministers that the 
Dominion has ever had. He has in Parlia- 
ment been able to do a libtle mora than hold 
hia own against the ablest men of the Liberal 
pirty. Hia spcc ohes, which tho Globe, 'sith 
u stupidity that ia really amuziing, 
choraotiriz.d as "confused rigmarole" 
poured out ab a moment's notioo, have from 
the very outset of bis parliamentary oaroer 
been well ordered and oirefully considered. 
They were, in fact, pronounced by many, 
both frienda and opponentB, to be too schol- 
arly and too precise for pirliLimentury du- 
liverancea. They were, in fact, the exact 
oppoaite of what the Qlobe deaoribed them 
to be. Mr. Fostbr, from the day on whioh 
ho delivered hia first epacoh in the Houto of 
Commons, has bean regarded by all diacern- 
ing men both ou tho floor of tho House agd 
in tho Press gallery, as an uncommonly able 
man, and such he is now universally auknowl- 
odged to bo even by thoso who then thought 
it good policy to disparage and traduce him. 
Hut it was not good policy, and we are aur- 
priaed that tho Liberals have not yet dis- 
covered th^itin attempting to bLiitlle really 
good and able men they sucoeed only in 
lowerine themstlvea in tho esteem of all 
discaraing and fair-minded people of both 
parties. 

ALL SIGHT IF TRUE. 

The Times, on the authority of tho Van- 
couver World, givoB currency to the rumor 
that tho Hon. iMr, Vernon ia to bo appointed 
Agent (Jeneral tor Hritish Columbia. The 
Opposition organ objeota to the sum set 
down In tho Estimates to provide the Lon- 
don agency with suitable ofiBoea. We do 
not know what authority the World has 
for ita statement, but if ib ia 
authentic wo do not aee what there 
is to find fault with. Tho Province 
nceda an iigont in Great Urituin who ia well 
ucquaiuted with ita reaources and ita oapa- 
bilities, and who takes a deep interest in Its 
welfare. It would, we think, bo hard to 
find a man better qualiQed to perform the 
duties of the position than Mr. Vernon He 
has an intimate knowledge of every part of 
the Province, and there are few men better 
qualified to advise the ' Intending Immigrant 
than he. He knows what are the difScul- 
ties of a Bottler's life and how 
they are to bo met and surmounted. 
He can give Information of the utmost 
value to those who for one reason and an- 
other desire to know what kind of a country 
British Columbia Is, and what Is the nature 
of Ita resources. It is nob hard to see how 
a man of Mr. Vernon's abilities and his 
knowledge of the country con be worth 
more to tho Provioco than any salary he ia 
likely to receive. It is in tho interest of 
the Province to pay a good Agent-Generul 
well. It is diiBoaib to over-estimate the 
benefib that ib oan derive from the aervioes 
of a man who zaalously and intelligently 
performs tho duties of the position.

The case of A. I). McKinnon, charged 
with the thefe of a diamond locUet from 
Ltnge & Co.'d eBtabiiahment, was brought 
to an end with a conviction in the police 
court yesterday, the sentence of the court 
beiog the rhort term of six months at hard 
labor. Mr. George E. Powell defended the 
prisoner. 

Fhom tho family residence, No. G North 
road and from Christ church cathedral, the 
funeral takes place on Sundiy afternoon of 
the late W. C. Nathan who auooumbed to 
an attack of paralysis on Saturday last, 
The deceased was a native of London, Kng. 
He WB' 31 years of age ; he came here ten 
years ago and for a Icng time kept a otgar 
stand at No. 1120oTerni»ent street. 

The Sewerage Commiaaiun hold a apeoial 
meeting ydsterday afternoon, at which a de- 
cision was reached upon the olaim of Gon- 
tractors Coughlan & Mayo. The commis- 
sioners could not allow the claim or approve 
the method of calculation by wfatob it was 
reached, and which it allowed would have 
muauli several thousand dollars in the 
pockets of the contractors. The latter may 
carry their oonlention to court in the form 
of a suit against the city. 

The funeral of tho late Loaia Redon was 
very largely attended yeaterduy morning. 
It left the Driard at 10 o'clock and pro- 
ceeded to St. Andrew's cathedral where a 
solemn requiem mass was performed by 
Rev. Father Nioolaye. At the grave Rev. 
Father Laterme officiated. Maoy beautiful 
flowers were sent by sympathizing friends. 
The pall-bearers were: Messrs. C. ii. 
Benonf, B. M- Johnson, G. A. Lombard, E. 
Crow Biker, Jacob Sehi and John Grant. 

Yesterday afternoon an inquest was held 
by Coroner Dr. Haaellon the boJy of Daniel 
James, who was found dead on tho liurnside 
road on Wednesday. The evidence went to 
show that James left a friend's Louse to go 
home about midnight on Christmas, having 
previoDily had several drinks. According 
to the evidenoe of Mr. Francis, who found 
the body, and Sergt. Langley, deceased was 
lying in theditohon his face, bis month and 
nostrils submerged in a small stream of 
water. He bad evidently, as his bat, walk- 
ing stick and lantern were close by, pitched 
forward and continued to lie where he had 
fallen. Dr. Lang's evidence was in effaot 
that death waa from suffocation, but not 
drowning. Having weighed tho evidence, 
the jury brought in the following verdict: 
"Tliat (leciiased oan)0 to his death on the 
night of DiCumbor 2i) in a ditch on tho nide 
of the Burusidb mad, and that tho cause of 
his death v/as suCTucatiou, from heicg unable 
to extricate himself while under the icfiu- 
encB of liquor."

Washington Ciiy, Dao. 27. — Genoml 
oemplaint agaiaab the ItBuanoe of (;ovorn- 
ment rations to Indians ia made in the an- 
nual reptjr'pof us'irs. C^iptiiin P. H. Ray, 
of Shoahouu ..^ 'uoy, Wyoming, says : 
••They will never booomo aelf-supporting aa 
long as the gaverDnisoti gives them a aom- 
blanoa ol au|)p«rt!, neither can they begin to 
Booarantate property ao long as the supply 
of the neeeasariea of life la solely in the 
haods of white traders." Another faotor 
retarding davelopaieat oomplalned of by 
Captain Bay, Is the domination of the 
chiefs, who are allowed to diotate to the 
Bfjent as to the iasne of anoaitlea and the 
afT;tlra of the ageooy. Th» ceoioval of 
troableaome ohiefs la reoommended. 

The international treaty regnlaticg eoal 
hunting in the North Pacific and Behring 
Soa baa worked great hardship to the 
IcdiaiiB at Neah buy agency, Washington. 
Those Indiana oannot agree upon a headman 
or chief, and oonaequently are divided 
among themselves. Their agent regards 
the failure to seleot some one«s a disadvan 
tago to them. 

(JoDsidarablo oproaition to the work of 
the oomiiiiBaion preparinii the lands of the 
Puyallup reearvation fjr sale, is beioff 
ahown by u minority of these Indians, hut 
the fai;iii)Q ia ovidontly influenced by having 
all the reatriotionB rnmovod. 

The iDgreas mado at, tho Tulalip agonoy, 
Washington, indicati.'a that within a few 
yeara tho Indiana will bocomo aelf support- 
ing and independent of governniont aid. 

Somo definite action ia urged upon tho 
department to restore to the Yakimaa their 
rights to their ueouetomod fiahoriea on tho 
Columbia river, Wa'iliington. tho diapiito 
over which hua reeulcod in coasiderublo 
trouble. The Yakimaa ri fused to take 
allotmonta, but have marked cff a line 
whioh they claim aa their rtservatirn in 
cimmon. They are reported in bad fiaan- 
oial c^ndi' Ion and in great need of govern- 
ment aa^istanoe. " VVhieky," says Agent 
Erwin, " is the greatest hindrance to the 
Indians' prosperity." 

SPAIN AND THE5 U. S. 

The sanation as It Uigbt Be Were There n 
Olscrlmlnailon Against Onban 

Prodncta. 

(Washington Correspoudonco Poat-Intelli- 
goncor.) 

The tariff differences between Spain and 
the United Smtes are being watched with 
keen interest by other angar-prnducing coun- 
tries, partlonUrly Hawaii and Brazil, as tho 
ezeODtion of Secretary Gresham's threat to 
disorinilnate against Cuban products will 
create a heavy demand for raw sugar, now 
brought almost exoluaively from Cuba. 

The Hawaiian augar plantera have been 
giving close attention to Cuba of late, 
many of them vialting the ialaud and atudy- 
ing the Cuban proceaa of making augar. Uue 
of them wrote Mr. Haaticga reaentiy of the 
antiquated mothoda prevailing, and otiier 
Hawaiian planters pointed out to him that 
the Cabana got but; twenty-five tona of oane 
and two tons of actual augar to the acre 
The Hawaiiana thought that double thia 
yield could be obtained, and that the Cuban 
plantationa could not exist if cut off from 
the United States markets. Hawaii would 
expeob to be benefited if Cuba waa abut outi, 

The Hawaiiana expect soon to conclude 
European treaties. Miuiatcr Thuraton haa 
written to Mr. Haatinga britfly from Lia 
bon to the tffsot that hia trip to Spain ia 
proving entirely aariafaotory. The minister 
baa vieited muuy European countrioa for the 
purpose ot inducing iliem to renew their 
treaties of commerce and amity with the 
now ropublio of tho Pacific. Ho baa also 
sought to make arrangementa for immlgra 
tion to Hawaii of the better olaaa of labor 
era. While be givea no exact detalla, tho 
tenor of hia latter indioatea aucceaa. Ho 
will return to Waahington ol'y obout Janu 
ary 15 

In 1886 our relatione with Spain were eo 
strained that President Cleveland issued a 
proolamation reoiting that Spain had failed 
to carry out the first article of the com- 
mercial aareement signed at Madrid, 
February 13, 1884, whioh stipulated that 
the differential fltg duties should bo relieved 
at once from the United States produota en- 
tering Cuba and Porto Rico. Being eatia- 
fiad that higher and discriminating dutiea 
bad lieen Imposed, he therefore revoked the 
Buspenaion of the di»orlminatiog customs 
duties imp^aed in the porta of the United 
Statea upon Cuban and P(irto Rican pro- 
ducta coming under the Spaniah Hag. Tho 
efifsot of thia oction by tho Pieaident waa 
almost inatactaneoua, for in fourteen daya 
thereafter ho iaeuod a prncla;nalion atating 
that by an ag'oi'incnt entered into that day 
(Outobor '-'T ISSG) Spain had removed tho 
Buurcj of ( u ■ complaint and he oonaequently 
re'jtoreri hur lo trda'.iiiRU!: under iho f.ivortd 
na*ion cl:iu;:e of our trtuiy. 

The treasury cfliciale, at tho rcquent of 
tho 8C»ti) dtpannient, aro ei,g'iged in colleot- 
ing statiatica showintr tho volume of tho 
trado that wculd bi atTtctod by u repetition 
of his action in 18SG by tho Prealdonb. It 
appears that the Spanish colonies would get 
muoh Iho worst of it. The table? ehow that 
during the fi^oal year ended Juno .'JOth last, 
Cuba alone exported to the United Statea 
good I to the aggregate value of §75,678,201, 
and took from ua gooda to the amount of 
only S19,8,')5,2;)7. Porto Rlon eent us in the 
same time goods valued at §3,145,634, and 
received in return goods to the amount of 
52 705.6-16 With the direct trado with 
Spain the case was revrrsnd, for exports to 
that oouniry were §13,104 076, as agtinat 
imports amounting to $4 255,875. 

FOKCEU INTO FLA.MES, 

Over a Hundred Rebel inviillils CreiiiiUcil 
by liriizillim Troops. 

New York, Deo 27. — A special cable to 
a morning paper from Montevideo, Uru- 
gaay, says: A bouie at San Gabriel, need as 
a hospitttl, waa burned by Brazilittu irnopa 
in which more than 120 rebels perished. 
Several who tried to escape were forced 
biok into the flamee by bayonets. Over 200 
saldirrs, it is reported, have deserted near 
Cruz Alta and gone over to the rebels.

IMPORTANT C0NJSIDEEATI0N8. 

To THE Editoh: — Every thoughtful citi- 
zen muse aduiic chat the late promotion ex- 
aminations havo been a fiiiura, and 
there aro Bome fi aturea in connoctioa with 
them that should ba brought distiDOtly to 
tho notioo of tho Council ot Pnblio Inatruo- 
tinn and 1 ho 13oani of School Truatoea. 

If tho entrance (to High aohool) examina- 
tion papora were correct then tho publio 
aohool promotion papers wore all wrong, 
and vice versa. The same ia true if we oom- 
paro the High school promotion papers, or 
those of the luat " Teaohera' Examination " 
with those of the publio sehoola. 

It is a fact there is and can bo no uni- 
formity about the promotion ayatem in our 
province; in faoc ihero is no system. 
Different papers by dilFniront people are set 
for Duoh examinations in tho different pub- 
lic and high echoola of each town and oily 
of Britiah Columbia, and thia ia supple- 
mented by the entrance papora prepared !)>■ 
the Education Djpartmont. Tho result 
must and can only bo ohaoa. 

Should our oity board aoairo to oomparo 
tho work done in their sehoola with that 
done in thooo of Vancouver or any other 
town in tho province, there ia no poaaible 
way of ao doing, for I venture to Bay that 
the promotion txaminationa in no other city 
or town were on a par with those recently 
given in this oity. True, there ia tho 
meagre oonipariaon obtaiood from tlio 
results of the entrance examination in such 
places, bub wo aro left to a great oxtout in 
tho dark ao far aa results aro concornod. 

There ia no uoiforniiiy, either, ao far aa 
tho grading of tuah ijxaminationa is oon- 
oernod, for I contend that .there ahould bo a 
uniform grodarion from tho lowest forma of 
our publio sjhool lo tho highoat foriri In tho 
name achoo', and tlat the gradation ahould 
ho Cktried to tho ontruuoo examination, 
tht ongh the various forma of the High aohool, 
and oontinued right on to the teaonera' ox- 
t) mination. 

I believe that yon, sir, in common with 
all who give the subject oonalderatlon, will 
conclude that t here is only one way to at- 
tain tho doaired end of uniformity, ond that 
ia that all such pap.-ra be prepared by thoBo 
who BO ably prepare the entrance papers, 
ih-it is, by the Education Department. Why 
not? True, the members of the department 
have already abundance of work, but I do 
not think thoy would shrink from the addi- 
tional taek thuB impoaed, in view cf the 
greater benefira that muob and would acorue 
from tho greater uniformi'y of gradation 
that would follow. I do not think that tho 
principals (if the varloua echoola would ob- 
ject ; besides it would make no difleronoo if 
they did, the public weal in this, tho moat 
vital of our interoata, must bo the iirat oon- 
aid oration. 

It ia gr^at'y to be deairod that tho 
Counoil of Public Instruction will asairc it- 
Bolf in thia all-important matter in no un- 
certain way, by maintaining iia dignity and 
exorcising its authority in preparing, 
through ita proporly authorized servants, all 
auoh papera for luturo examinatione, and I 
hope the varloua Boards of Trustees of our 
cities will memorializs the Council of Public 
Instrnction with thia end in view.

PROaOTION EXAMINATIONS. 

To THE Editor :— The dlBouBsion inycnr 
columns of the present ayatem of promotion 
by examination seems to be attraotiog tho 
attention it deserves. If the system is to 
be a Bucceas there ahould be some alteration 
to teat nob only the efficiency of the teacher 
in overtaking a certain amount of work, but 
the practical value of 'the work when well 
done. If tho papera are too diOioult, aa 
they appear to be, this ia a temporary evil, 
and ono whioh a little more oxporienoa will 
eaable tho principals to remedy for them- 
aolvea. But a more important objaction ap- 
pears on the face of tho papora which havo 
hem ahown to mo, viz , tho fuuda 
mental defect of thi system of writ- 
ten rxaminations, a defect which, 
if allowed to go unchecked, de- 
atroya the value of the ayatem 
by making lb einiply a teat of the 
ability of teachers and pupilo to crnm. 
Cramming is the act of absorbing a largo 
amount ofundigeated mental pabulum wltti- 
out any attempt at its assimilation. Such 
matter fails to nourish the mind, it nover 
becoin-ia an element of mental vigor, and 
atrcnglhena the memory without materially 
improving tho reasoning powera. Ita prao 
tioal results are a groat facility in forgetting 
what ia learned and an absolute inability to 
uao it in independent work as a stepping 
Btouot .o the acquisition of further knowl- 
edge. 

Here ia my hobby again ! A atopplng- 
(tone Is a meana, not an end, and a steppiag- 
tttone ahoold be light and handy 
ec^ugh to be easily carried about and 
dropped in any pool too wide to be croased 
t y tho unaided mind at a single bound. 
Tvchnicalltiea, snoh as formed a large part 
of the questions lately act, ought to be use 
ful as atepping-Btones, bub technical metboda 
and technical defioitiona ought to bo ao low 
and BO thoroughly mastered as to ha easily 
availaMo and not easily forgotten. How 
would scholars, wt ilrilled in tho technical 
qunetiona which brijuc in u.'ory lino nf tho 
grammar papora, look ut the aubjoinod 
paper, atd what succeas could thry oxpout? 

Thia paper waa prepared to teat the mental 
copaoity of junior pupils and tho avail- 
ability of their technical knowledge. 
It was not intended to tost tho work 
of any particular teacher or tho value of 
any particular lext-book, bub I should liko 
bo submit it to you and your readers aa an 
example of an exactly oppoalto plan of e.\- 
amination. It ia intended to exhibit tho 
amount of cultivation tho juvonilo mind hao 
recoived and iho amount of uao that can bo 
made of tho technical atopping-atonea furn- 
iahed by Ihc toaoher. If you think it of any 
value from this point of view, pleaso bo oo 
good aa to find apace for ita ineertion for the 
purpose of showing what seems to me to be 
the most important aspect of the present 
diaousaion.

Tilt) whirligig of timo iutrodnccs no 
moro romarkablo transformations tbnu 
that wrought by tho bo called "omniici- 
pation of wcmicu. " Charles KiugHloy's 
irtcu that ''imiu must work and wonuiii 
ruHHt weep" is out of dato. VVoniou in 
Now York aru doing as uuioh weeping 
as ever, but; tlie3'aro doing an amount of 
work that, Avliilo most hoiiorablo aud 
praiseworthy in itself, is disgraceful to 
tho civilization that requires it. This 
wonderful trrinsformation of cconoiuio 
conditions is in a nioasuro responsibio 
for tho Working Girls' club, founded 
by Miss Grace H. Dodge. It is for work-

ing women in tho literal sense of tho 
term, women who earn thoir own liv- 
ing and perhaps that of thoir faniilios 
by tho labor of tho hands rather than of 
the head, and, receiving wages in ao- 
cordanco with the generally accepted 
rate of payment for manual toil, aro un- 
able t(i e.tl'ord tiioso luxuries wliich aro 
to their moro fortunate sisters tho ne- 
cessities of life — books, pictures, mu- 
sic and similar pleasures. Tho purpose 
of this first club aud of its numerous 
outgrowths is best expressed by a defi- 
nition given in one of tho printed doc- 
uments issued by the Now York Asso- 
ciation of Working Girls' Societies. "A 
working girls' society is an organiza- 
tion formed among busy girls and wom- 
en to secure by co-operation means of 
self improvement, opportunities for so- 
cial intercour.so and tho development of 
higher and nobler aims. It is governed 
by the members for the members and 
strives to be self supporting." 

Tho practical nature of tho undertak- 
ing was at onco so evident that within 
a year of tho organization of tho first 
club tho New York Association of Work- 
ing Girls' Societies was formed, 1 1 
clubs joining as members. Tho associa- 
tion had in its membership at the bo- 
ginning and for several years clubs in 
Brooklyn, Ma'-sachusetts, Coiiiiocticut 
aud Pliiladelpliia. Each of thcso places 
has now an Association of Working 
Girls' Societies of its own, which shows 
how rapidly tho clubs have multiplied. 

Tho rules of government of each club 
are contained in a constitution and by- 
laws, as in more specifically social 
clubs. That the letter of tho law differs 
need not be added when it is under- 
stood tliat worlcing girls' societies arc 
established witli an i^yo to material as 
well as uiLntal benefits. Aiithority is 
vested in a corps of ofiicors, consisting 
of a president, secretarj', treasurer and 
their assistants, with such minor ofli- 
cials as the domestic economy of the in- 
dividual club renders necessary. These 
officers are elected by ballot. A busi- 
ness meu.iiig Iju.d monthly, at which 
business matters aro presented, discuss- 
ed and decided by vote of the members. 
Candidates for membership must bo 
over 1 4 years of ago and recommended 
by a responsible person. 

Tho pecuniary department of every 
club is a vital portion of its being, and 
in a .'ociety of working women this ra 
felt with especial force, for tho uoces- 
sary i x])enses, although modest in them- 
Eelvis, aro lar;,'0 in j)riiportiou to tho re- 
sources. A small initiation fee i.s paid 
])y thcjso will) enter tlio elul), and there 
are also moderate dues, payable month- 
ly instead of yearly. The flnanoos are 
additionally recruited by means of oii- 
terlainments, fairs ;uid sales of fancy 
ai l ' Ics, cii'.criirises wliich are carried 
thii.ugh by tho members. Out of tho 
entire fund must come the rent, tho 
Cost of light, heat and needful furnish- 
in:;, Tiio hire ol' a piano, subscriptions 
tij iii;i;^a/,iiu'< iiiid incidental expnisi'S, 
A pi.mo and ilio current periodicals 
would bo beyond the means nf the girls 
individually, but by co-operati'.ig they 
can enjoy these and other indulgences 
and have pleasant rooms in which to 
spend thoir ovenings. 

A general impression seems tn prevail 
that thc;;o societies are charital)lo in.sli- 
tutieus. Thisl as has been already shown, 
is by no means the case. They aro or- 
ganized by wage earnin^g women aud 
girls for mutual advantage, are founded 
on a self supporting basis and do not 
depend for existence on public or pri- 
vate philanthropy. Gifts of books, pic- 
tures, furniture and othor things aro 
often presented to a club by its friends 
and arc acecpti il and appreciated, but 
tho solicitation by members of such do- 
nations or of money is deprecated. 

-\ctive club life is of course confin- 
ed to evening hours, as tho women aro 
at work all day. Tho rooms are open 
every weekday niglit for tho nso of 
members, who may read, write, s(!W, 
converse, play or othcnviso occupy 
themselves, according to their fancy. 
Each club has a oironlating library, 
and there are often volunteer teachers 
who give gratuitous instruction in nee- 
dlework and otlu r branches to those who 
wish to learn. Lectures on hygiene aro 
delivered at all tho olnbs and classes 
formed fiT physical oxorciso. Some so- 
cieties employ :d a monthly salary a 
woman jihysiidaii, who advises inoinbers 
•without further cliarga Besides these 



general privileges which accompany 
uiombership tho co-operative prinoiplo 
is made uso of in scouring various ad- 
ditional advantages at a reduced rate. 
Classes in dressmaking, millinery, book- 
keeping, cooking and other ■useful ac- 
complishments are thus formed, each 
pupil paying horsliareoi' tho exact cost, 
luid summur boarding places are c;'t;tb- 
lislicd whoro members may enjoy a 
coimtry holiday at the lowest possible 
price. A mutual benefit fund has been 
organized by tho Now York assooiatiou 
as a provision against tho expenses of 
illness or death and an employment bu- 
reau founded for tho purpose of obtain- 
ing positions for those who aro out of 
\,-ovk, successful applicants being ro- 
(juired to pay a small foe. 

Although tho sociotios deal necessarily 
with prac-tical alVairs, tlieir intellectual 
and social aims are kept continually in 
view. As membership is not strictly 
limited to working girls, it often in- 
cludes a number of women more fortu- 
nately situated in a worldly sense, but 
tho proportion is so small that it does 
not affect the distinctive character of 
tho general body. In some of the clubs 
one night of every week is devoted to a 
dobato on a question of social economy 
or a current topic of public interest. A 
chairman presides, and the discussion 
is open to all. The fact that education 
can only develop, not origiuato, is borne 
in with especial force on tho mind of a 
listener at one of these debates. The 
speaking is ready and to tho point, and 
there are manifestly as ni:uiy clear 
heads, quick brains and fluent tonj^ues 
among working girls us among women 
who have had wider opportunities and 
greater loi.sure for self cultivation. 

Sociables aro o(!casional!y given, to 
which m( ml)ers may invito their broth- 
ers and friends, and a number of socie- 
ties have a Clirixtmas tree every year 
for poor children. A groat deal of gon- 
uino clmritablo work is done for the 
benefit of persons outside the member- 
ship. Clothing is mado and sent to tho 
needy, help given to destitute families, 
aud certain clubs have instituted loan 
baskets, which aro supplied with neces- 
sary articles and sent to those siok per- 
sons who would otherwise be without 
requisite comforts. 

Thero aro inside organizations for 
girls too young for regular membership 
aud for members who have married, 
but do not wish to lose touch with their 
former circle. In nnmy clubs a branch 
of the penny provident fund has been 
established to receive individual depos- 
its. Tho New York association, which 
is tho parent of all the others, has an 
auxiliary society, tho purpose of which 
is the promotion and ossistanoe of new 
clubs and the accomplishment of other 
practical plans for tho general good. It 





IN' TiiK rT.i;ii i.iiu:ai:v. 
publishes a monthly journal called Far 
and Near, which is issued in the in- 
terests of working women and serves as 
tho organ of tho .societies. 

Tho ol.ibs aro unsectariau in charac- 
ter and make no distinctions in regard 
to diflerout sorts of work. Every class 
of labor is roprosonted, and wonu'u from 
the kitclien, tho factory and tho aliop 
are nnit(>d in a commou interest. By 
this alliance they have helped them- 
selves and each other. Working girls' 
societies aro no longer an experiment. 
They are an institution, and with co- 
operation, self government and self sup- 
port as their fundamental principles 
have before them a prospect, of increas- 
ing power and usefulness.

Tho course of law lectures to women 
in tho I^niversity of tlieCityof N-W 
York goes bravely on. it was founded 
under tho auspices of the Woman's Le- 
gal Education society. It was designed 
to make women in business or those 
who mar.aged their own property fa- 
miliar with such law as they wcnild 
need in their enterprises. In the 
capacity of executrix, administratrix, 
guardian or assignee they will bo able 
by taking the woman's law course in 
tho university to save themselves many 
a dollar. I'.esides the worthj- object id- 
ready named the (dass constitutes a pre- 
liminary lav/ course for ladies who do- 
.'^ign to take up tho study of law regu- 
larly. Stenographers in railroad aud le- 
gal ofllces can secuio b'-tter pay if they 
also understand la»v. It is to secure 
this pay that numbers of women :\vii 
now qualifying tliemselves to bo law 
graduates.

widow of the New York Sun's famous 
humorist, Philip Welch. When her 
husband died, Mrs. Welch bravely 
jiulled herself together and undertook 
the task of supporting herself and two 
children. Some friends raised a sum 
of money for the family as a testimonial 
of thoir admiration for tho humorist.

groon fjooda." Wilnosa further oaid that 
Beekthold gave S.5,000 aa bail for him. Tho 
bull was finally reduced tn$l!,000 and Street 
was rnleaBod. Kickthold told him that ho 
gave So 000 to Anthony Conin'ock to equare 
an ludiotment in the United atatea court, 

Tho witnrea alao eaid that ho \?eiit to 
ICurope, and when he returned the state 
court indictment was atill hanging ovsr li'm. 
Ho went to ato Anthony Comatocl:, who 
8»i(i he waa tho only m-in who could got tho 
indic'mento diamii^ed. "I called to cee 
Mr. Comatock again in August, 1S90," oaid 
the witnean, "and paid him ?1 ,000 in cash 
to get the utato court indiotmenta dia- 
missed. Ho Huid whoa ho was taking tho 
money : ' Rumomber you are not giving 
me this $1,000 bs a bribe, but as a donation 
to the aeouriiy.' " This teatimony created 
a sensation in the court. " Now did you 
seriously pay this money to Anthony Com- 
stock ? " was asked. " I awoar before God 
and man I paid him §1,000 to have I he in- 
diotmenti diamissed and to sooure my 
liberty," was tho reply.

He also 
said that Bi'ckthold told htm he had paid 
Anthony Comstook $1,000 and anaiatant 
U.S. District Attorney Mot t 81,000 to dia 
miss tbeindiotmentdcguinst him ( Beekthold) 
Mr. Goff asked that all Beokthold had gaid to 
Stroet about Mr. Comstook and Mr. Mott 
eaould be stnckfu from the record. Tbia 
waa iouo. Street went on to toll about hia 
eoco-d indictment, hub Mr. Goil' stopped 
this too. The witness then said ho liad 
written to Prcaidont Cleveland, coDfeeaiug 
all about bin relations with Comstook and 
had received a letter in reply. Ho was 
stopped when ho produced tho letter, whir'i 
he iiaid waq only from tho Prcaldout'u 
private pccretary, and waa ini!r(ily an 
acknowledgment of tho one ho had sent. 
Screot tried to tell what Judge Benedict 
of the United Stales circuit court, 
had done v.hon ho heard th'it he (Street) 
had written to Preaident ('leveland, but 
ho waa ehut t fl hern too. Robert .Street, 
hotel keeper of Tnxedo, brother of tho laot 
wiincBB. atatcd that ho went to Anthony 
Coinatoch'.< i lllco with hia brother in 
Auguat, 18110, and baw the latter pay $1,000 
to Anthony Comatock, thero being an agree- 
mrnt between them lo get the indictments 
didmiLJed. Ho had given his brother 
J.iCO. Mr. Ooff then said that Ihty 
h»d evidence that tho po!;co had 
protFcted green goods men long ago. " We 
have now evidence," said he, " it the tcati 
mony is true, that Anthony Comatock, the 
prosident of a private society, has accepted 
money for substantially the same thing aa 
the police accopted it." " That's a protty 
heavy indictment against Mr. Comstook if 
it is trne," said Cliiirman Lexow. The last 
witness oorroborated all his brother's story 
as to the interview with Mr. Comstock.

ARMENIAN REFUeEE. 

Story of a Student- N'umhers of .Students Cut 
^ to i'lcces and Drowned. 

Nkw YoitK, Deo. 27. — Diogocos Menippe, 
sixteen years of age, ran away from Con- 
stantinople in September last and arrived 
here on the steamship Vandam on December 
17 ; was detained at Ellis Island for some 
time by the immigration Inspector, and 
throueh the efforts of Miss May Melby, of 
the Women's Baptist home missionary 
aoeiety, obtained hia release. He tells 
this remarkable story. He was a student 
at an Armenian college at Marsovun, Arm- 
enia. His fear of the Hoodthlrsty I'urka 
waa tho Immediate cauao of his Hoeing from 
homo. Ho sold that during tho paat two 
yeara over twenty folic w-atudenla wore 
L-illcd for by tho p.oldiera of Turkey who, 
prearntlDg a " firman " or order, call- 
ing for tho ppocial extradition of 
6uch a student, ai cured him and 
took him away. Those who wire 
releaaod to the aoltliors were rarely ever 
aeen ug.iin, and aubac ijuent c videnco tending 
to ahiiw that tliiy had been cut to piecen or 
dro'ATjnd v,'o-j1i1 bo d'r;i^nvi:ii;d. A jliort 
■ iir.e before ho lied two buildiiit,"! occupiiMl 
by fcni'ilo students of tho i.ullcge wore 
burned to I ho ground by tho Turku, who in- 
variably went unpuniahed. Dr. Horrick, 
tho lOogliah proftPBor at the college, op- 
oealed to tho linglinh authorities, and the 
British govornnunt has formally demanded 
tho persons of two profeasora who wero kid- 
napped by the Turkish soldiers. The. boy 
is a handsome, Intelligent chap, who speaks 
English tburooghly. 

BANK BOBB£0. 

A Clever Clerk Covers np for a Lonir Time 
a Constderahle Shortage. 

Ni;\v York, Doo. 2G.— Presidon: W. W. 
Sherman, of tho Bank of Commerce, made 
tho following atatomonb lato to-day : " Tho 
National Bank of Commerce has dis- 
covered a defalcation of its trana- 
fer and coupon clorU, E. R. Carter, 
amouutiug to j:il),0OO. Carter has been 
in tho bank twenty-nino yearn, beginning 
BB a mcaaenger, and being promoted iint.U he 
reached his proaenb position. Ho waa rn- 
(|uirftl to roooivo and pay coupons jind 
maturing or called bonds. On comparin , 
Lalanco thia morning the ofHcers disoov jred 
a ohortago of $28,000, which ho acaounted 
for by claiming to have paid in error that 
amounfi of tionda boforo their matur- 
ity. When oskcd to produce tho bonds 
ho was unablo to do ao, and ad- 
mitted hia guilt. Ho is under arrest. 
Tho loss is cob a eorious one for 
the banlt, which has a capital of ^,000,000 
and surplus and undivided profits of S3,600,- 
000 more." President Sherman said the 
defalcation must have extended over a oon- 
alderable time, as Carter's baoka were 
balanced monthly. He oonoealed the defal- 
cation by eovering in various aooounts of 
rsilcoadB and oorporations amaller sums 
which were not paid, but so hidden that it 
was only by aooidsnt tliat the dtfaloation 
wasdisoovered.
